member for Ciimherl-tnd during tha last ses- 
sion, relative lo the Itcoort of the Select Coin- 
miltce tm the suujcet of the resumption of 
TrnnnpnrtatLon otul ABsiguinent to tlio Colony. 
Whilst he deplored that ihu recommendations 
of that llcport we:e not carried out, whilst be 
deeply recited that llie resolution nf tin;

have boon jlaiied by the House, ho still found

Inc i'QiQ by atiy other name .would smell as 
sweat," and though bo doubted that the labour 
Uiey recoisett in the conditions of exiles, 
would b.' so useful or beiielicial to the colony, 
or «T«n to tlie esilea tlietiiselYiM,_"as it 
wnlihl liaVO been in tile eundition of Clrivicts, 
yet tha priucipie which way the basis of both 
systems nlilic ivas nt length admitted. He did 
believe that the com-iel punished for his crime 
by transportiuu; him out here would be pre- 
ternblo to the ex.ilo who bad geiio through tills:

that for every exile sent nut one free omieTOjit 
should also he sent nt tlio expanse of Ureal 
ilrholn. besideh tho wiTofl end fimiilics of the 
miles themselves. Attreaut of liniiiigrnliou 
10 the colony, liwufliciellt indeed Tor in wants, 
but enough to relieve the prjseiit iHshWan, 
would ihui baturmid towin>Li llie colnay s anil 
lis irmild hope that that stream would be per- 
petually widening, unlit that copious supply 
KM ptmred in upon us, by which qlono the 
t»Wy could ei-cr attain to the prosperous 
potlliojl 11 mice Held. (Cheer*,) He repctlled 
that it would be Insanity to reject this propu- 
sitiou-.it ivas their oiiiycbnuce of escape from 
(lost ru ction i and even this chance— lb is. lit Lie 
ftlenin of hope— in bis siiiejro belief, wnn tea 
distant to save tboiu. Before the relief it belli 
om eould beeoma avrillahlo, ha feared that a 
/arge class— the clliss of crnploycrs of lctboilr, 
the prH:priclors of the colony — w-outd bo over- 
wllcuiieu. That they would be plunged irre- 
vocably into that yulf oi rain [tad destruction 
which was itsavr yawning lo receive them, nnd 
on whose edge they even now stood tottering, 
Ho did not believe that this distant light could 
suve them. He was convinced it could nut ; 
and unless the tiovemiuent would step fornaid 
as the Chancellor nf the Eitclic-qucr bad done, 
to ussist the planters in the Mauritius, who 
were pretty much in the sumo stiite, willi a 
loan of Li oD,00n to aid thu employers of In - 
bitur in tkisooloiiy.thaj'inustinuivithirilty, nnd 
aa ftvcluv, hutlestruyed. Ife believed Ibat it was 
too late to avert ibis calamity by nuy other 
means Already the property of the country 
was rapidly chmigine; bauds— the oldest nod 
most respectable ILimcS in the colony wei\i 
dropping oil', bDrue down by the itiisuppui-tnbln 
bimleu of the price of labour. Tlio property 
in which they had hivrsstrfd-tlielr nnpii.il, their 
labour, ami tlicit cntetprist;, bad ' 
a curse and not n blessiuc, 
iiself up, while they must look on power- 
leas, without a renledy aver llie disss, 
(ram termination to their blasted Itopts nod 
anticipations. CChtcrs.) Could tbo govoni- 
mcnt eontciaiilate tbo fearful calamities of 
1B12, arisiti^ from the same, source, nnd full it* 
arms, nml sit still, iv),il st a repetition or that 
scene of disiresj ami disaster was enacted. And 
to wlujt, lie wauid ask, wero thoto disasters 
then— to if lint wet etl use diiontiis iiow—attti 



ceinbincd with the elliirlfl of the friends of 
colony nt home, to establish sonic system of 
extensive emigration bitltcr, must in time 
cBitct llieir release from the alsorliirif; dilll- 
clilliea of their present pesilkm. He saw by 
the report of a nieellns ivliiuh I tart taken iike'e 
in London, nnd wliich was attended by a larse 
number of highly influential and respeeiiiblc- 
ijeitllcnicri, llint ti proposition was maun tn cs- 
tnbbsb a »ys!em of emigialinii to bs tarried 
cn'liy funds colluded ouo.thinl fmtn the co- 
lony, one- third from the parishes fr.uu which 
the emi giants were sent, and one-thud frmri the 
Homo Uotraramcnt. Hs ogreetl l.bat even this 
system was not a! together jtlftt or desirable— tbst 
the wlinle expense urdeporling her surplus; nnd 
nnupor ]]apubitioii to these colonies ought to be 
paid by Ureal Briltiiu herself. Hot even a 
system like this would he of the greatest 
benefit to the colony, nnd he should be willing 
to concur in it. The parishes mid Impe- 
rial Government ought tn bring llic 
labourers, harp, if tlmy found them employment! 
but in the circumstances they were plnced they 
were forced la put up with tha best bargain 
they could Hot, anil tlin suggestion uf the 
Loudon tknmiiiltee, would at all events bo 
better tli.ui the system which lt.nl been hitherto 
carried on, inasmuch as it would enable the 
funds raised in llie colony for immigration ptir- 
|)0nes to go three tilncn as ihr lis formerly. For 
instance, instead of the ,,00(1 immigrants they 
expected to receive dufing the present veor, 
they Yvuuld be enabled to receive la\0l!0. riueh 
1 system, in addition to tile labour proposed lo 
Lie sent without cost to tho + .cot->ity by 1'larl 
(!rey, woultl uRbrd ft Hilpply so ample, tlntl 
aUheiigli it might not be sollieient for the 
itevi'hi|iineiit lif lill llie reseuroes ol' the colony, 
it would certainly relieve llic dreadful prcsmttc 
tinder which nl! clnssos were at present sulfor. 
in". It would be easily iinaglned/svitb these 
sentiineuts, that be wns an advoeate for neeed- 
iug (o Earl firey'u proposition,— not tliatlia 
iiiways iijjrccd with Unit noble Lortl, *r could 
nflinit that his propoaol in this matter 
was the best that could have been 
devised ; but, he saw tlmt the present 
plan showed that the right houorablo gentle- 
man had rend the llepoit of the Transportation 
Coriiinittce.tllnt ho had beet led. to the conclu- 
sion that, shorn or its former ceils, the inequa- 
lity of the sexes, and the disproportion in the 
number* of free iminigrjuits, ihe deportn- 
tion of criminals to this colony might bo beue- 
iicially rwsmned. Hp doubt, as in nil other 
matters, the Secrelarv of State had striven to 
drivens hard a bargain with the colonists as he 
could; thai, in fnet, bis proposal wns lu save 
eipore.o l(i tlio Ouvennpont. To keep Dullish 
eriiniiifds at home, or to send ihem intoprobn- 
Holt B an S st in Van DiCulilt's Land, cost thu (Ju- 
veritnieutoTer£vi[li>ernu™m,por bead; whilst, 
under llic new scheme, 'bo e.vpoiiso of scatU 
lug them out, would he the only cost. . Nn 
doubl, In the prcsentHnuiiaiollIlllicultiijswhiob 
heset the Ooverjiineut in England, Ibis experi- 
mcnt tiad been .forced upon the Minister; 
the separate and sEEetit synteui, and all the ah- 
stiril qusekeries which tlm enut of the saints 
hits cjtablLshoil in Eiiglnnd, wera found a buy.

The tttllt, thu 
clamour, that had been raised against 
this system was an outrage on human 

sense nnd human, reason, — tbo cant 
that the interests of morality or religion were 
injured by it, was u mcj'c idle subterfuge; lti 
feelings of respect fm religion or morality he 
sftWi yield tu a* ninii, and be knew well Hint 
the 111:1 ti tiliti could setiff nt roligion or mernlity 
must bo a wretched man, 11 wretched patriot, 
a wretched citizen, n ivrotelietl subject, ami a 
mctclicd tueLuberof soctetv ; butbu denied tlmt 
tlio truest ends of religion null momlliy. irure 
not promoted by tills measure. A in&muro of 
this kind was no immense, boon lo the mother 
country ; it enabled her to send her immense 
masses of pauperism atltlcriino tu a sphere 
we-re all hopD of redemption from their con- 
taminating iiihuciiLos were not hhut out, It 
onublcd Iter to relieve bars elf fnmi tlio natural 
burden which the squalid ignersiiceuuil relua- 
ttiul InduiotlM of a I'etluntbitit popubtlioii im- 
posed up.iji her. Iluiidrods nf thousands of 
tlist population, instead of being lull tu jturre, 
to wusta aivay existence in inlserv, in iauo- 
rtutee, and crime, should long nge-'lmve been 
erptinetl lo theso splendid regions, for " the 
banefll of llie empire at large. lie would 
ilworl, lluit tlin sysitemwas the- most rcfovuia- 
tory, the most pbilauthroptcal, the most in 
accordance with Christian principles and 
Christian precepts, of any th III lliul ever bi^-u 
'devised liy i'le mind of marl. He felt boutiel 
thus to vindieute himself from tba aspersions 
oust upon him, and tbosa who bud tictetl wilh 
htm ; ami In so doEug lie conceived he met two 
of Llio objections tlmt hud bean raised Lo the 
question, namely, that Lite coioniuniLy nt large 
ivould be eoniauilnnteil by il ; and secondly, 
that it would bu ettliict physically or morally 
injurious lu tlio convict, whilst lo tho mother 
country such n system, properly carried out. 
would bo 1111 unerjuivecal blessing. Now turn 
to look st it in unolhcr view : far having 
Ihc interest of llio whole empire nt 
his heart, he might yet clitini, us 
a patriot, tu love ttie countrv in which he 
lived. At a time when he eould not imagine, 
when no one could imagine llic extent Df the 
cnttuuiLtc* which had since taken place, he 
f.n'elulil that Lhe evil arising from tho eessut'on 
,tf irnusportnlioii would he very great. He 
had stood up to defend a system which hnd 
been so unfeelingly deuouuem!, without 11 rcn- 
aon, or only on some crude hypothesis or 
theory. Instead of denouncing a system, of lhe 
rcnl nierits of which tbey knew nottiing, it 
would have boon well if they had enquired nf 
themselves, *' WJlnt ii the nature ol mull!" 
rhoy ivould hnvc found him ill tbo best a very 
frail, fallible being. Tiiey wnuld have .found. 
L,y Lhe very highest laatriictimi, that thev — - 
his felloiv-aien— were not to judge him too 
harshly. They would dun have fell Iho en- 
tire uhsniico there ivn=, of nuy sound urcuinent 
against the system. Tbey wottid then, instead 
nl' refusing to i-eeeiva this class of people at all, 
have been enabled tn say wh ether it wire com- 
posed, of human beings nt all, nnd whellier It 
iv.is not their duty te assist them. They 
would then Ilivu enuNlucred tetnperat'dy 
wlicthci iliiaalnss were irclnhnnbk oriuiL ; nnd 
if tbey were, if llie answer ivn* in the nlltrmulivc, 
they weuld have felt it tn betheir duty to cii- 
leavonr tu reefnlin thcai ; and he would fear- 
Icssiy assert tlmt these coiivieti were ruclnim- 
itlilc— that the Icssnn of experience bad taught 
them that (tninied nsit inigtilhi] with sotm-errors 
of detail) tlio system of traiisportntioii and as- 
sisiiniont, aa a reformatory system, boil worked 
tititsi successfully. Tliereure, ho woultl re- 
pudiate the o.ihiiiinies cost upon ibis system 
by thosu who were sfmid ihat Ilia inlroduetiou 
nP convicts might east tlio least spot or tofnt 
upnn [hem. The only menns of reformiiig the 
erliltiii.it was to bringfiiiu away front llie scenes 
and associates uf llie former crime— to plant 
him inn view soil— to endue him with new 
hopes— lo implant ill him new feelings and 
now sympathies. This was tho only <rny in 
which the convict conld be reclaimed, mid in 
uuminou charity they ought not to shut hint 
out from this ivny. The tliouglulessattd heed- 
less, persons who clamoured for the eeserLlion 
nf 1 riuuporUiLioti weEtrhed none nf these e&n- 
sidoriLliiiiis, nntl lhuy might lo lalto ahnuie to 
Iheuiselves tit tbo tremendous cwils thoy had 
caused. They had been tlio menns of the 
prevention of thai reformation not only or tlio 
convicts l'JieinseIves,''ivho would have been 
sent out, but of that of llieir descendants. In 
tho crowded masses of England jtio heritage 
of vice, poverty, misery , ami criine-^wni iiotidoil 
down from father toson'uw ages. Here, ho would 
venture to assert, tho children of llm emly 
oonvltita woto a class equal in every respect, as 
far ns respectability mid morality went, to any 
in the colony. And what did this appalling 
influence, wliich the inlraduction of convicts 
was to exercise in society, amount to r What 
proportion of the convicts had been llicsc dea-. 
pernio and irreclaimable characters — of which 
by some it would appear tho whole 
class was «nn]e up; Cnrwinly not fwa 
per CE-tlt, of the whole; end these 
were kept tindar close restraint when 
neither their InHueiioe nor their example could 
have n very pernicious effect. Therefore the 
opposition on religious or moral grounds to 
tills flyatom, was of no effect. It might, he 
would grunt, have been sincere in some In- 
stances ; hut those who held in their eon- 
sciencesthesccpinioniJiadnoigoilQSuiTieicilIlv 
deeply into llio subject, Ttiev Sid not consider 
the circumstances in. n fair and nroiioT Imfil 
They could not he persuaded te Ju so. lie 
was iilniust ashamed in trouble tlin House dii 
ttiia pari of Lhe subject, but it w.w necessary he 
[should du so. The question had been disposed 
j nf by u mere vulgar outcry. A system bad 
j been put down by cbiiuour, that was limed on 
, tho purest spirit of Chtiathmiiy— which was 
^ founded oil llie example of tlio Snvieu; himself, 
Ivhodtd not despise the thief that died beside 
him on the cross. It ought to be tlieit glory 
to receive tllcue unfortunate people. Should

He would sooner tlmt the exile or con- 
vict should have received sunio Leaching nn his 
arrival lit the Colony before he should 
be froo to go where he lilted mid do 
ns ha liked; but in this was nnt 
rrautcil they Pltla t tu'riko the best of what hail 
been olfurcd to llicin. As to the gieat and 
peculEur assist 11 nee whieli even JjOut I trey 'h 
ilnu^ivouhl iilfurit lo Ihu colony, hcilitl not 
imnginc thnt tbei-o eould be two opinions about 
it. In England, It appeared that tit Inst both 
ministers nnd tbo public hnd begun to make 
tlio discovery llint the true reiicr policy of the 
country wns eoloHiaaiinii. That instead of 
vainly trying lo relieve nn unemployed pauper 
population nt home, tbey must send them away 
where their nu n Inbnur will enable tbetn to 
relieve themselves, 'i'hey were also beginning 
tn thid that Ibis eohiuy held out advantages 
rhiolt otliLu 1 places did not. That ciuigritiioti 
to Canada wns as espensive, aye more expen- 
sive, tli.m il was to this colony. The polioy 
ol' England was to send her surplus populn* 
linn here, but it must be dune at her expense. 
It was also the policy of llio Government to 
promote as ninth ns jiesslhlo tho h 1 torn nl im- 
provements of iho colony, nntl fur this purpose 
tha ftilrost wny wolitd he to return the 
money which hail been spent fur EintnEgratEon, 
but if lliul wits objectloniiblo fro tit the pros enl 
state of the 1 1 mine ml alfnlrs of Great lit i tain, 
then It might bo done by menus of raising 11 
loan. Ho would not object to such n I111111 
even though it witd necessary it should bo 
raised an the security nfiho wasla lands uf tho 
colony, provided, howevei', that every shilling 
of luhonld he (pent in tho colony. A measure 
like thin would revive the languishing energies 
of the colony, nnd it hnd already been found 
out nl homo thin a .siuiilnr system wn* the only 
one by whiah the piiriahos nnd landholders

bouring classes 11 ho might arrive. Ho bii'l 
only one further ol nervation to make, mill he 
itiiulo ft without ivishifig lljllt any pectillnr I'u- 
vonr should lie shown to iliis enbiiiy. The 
cnurse ho had been ilescribiiig was tho trno 
jrolicy of Great llritoin tiiwnrila nil her colo- 
nies | nnd it ivnuid be insanity for her to tb- 
siaia fboin it much longer in respect to these 
ooimiiesi, Il would bo insanity if she di[t 
nut bestir herself to enuuterael those schemes 
Hut luid been set on foot to people 
these coloTiies with foreigners reul 
barbariaua, Already hnd this taken place, to 
some extent. He feared not so much the in- 
troduction nf savages ;— that was nnicre specu- 
lation which conldi never answer— a bubble 
ttiat would burst in its duo tittm ; but it lyttsl 
proposed to introduce, into the colony largo 
numbers of immigrant* from ihu civilised llll- 
ts'snn of continental Europe. The tide of ti er. 
10 111 cm.igriilLo.il, mul French, and fspuuish, nud 
1 l:i lis 11 emigration would sei rnpidty this wiiy, 
nud Goruinti tastes nud FrencEi tusten iroufit 
spring tip. He did not rtunrre] with I hose 
lasics, but he was higni enough to wish that 
llritbh colonies might become Ike nitl to 
British prosperity rnibor Dual to that of foreign 
nations. Already it was well known tlmt llie 
Germans were beoouic a niuiiufnc luring people, 
ciinipotltig with the English, and supplying 
Anierien to a huge exlcni. The Arnt-riwius 
llioeiaetves, too, wore uiMiufnclurers, and must 
suuu become entirely iiidepeliitent of Great 
lliilabi, iveigbetl down ns Llint ennutry leas hy 
lu.r nntioiinl llebl. If Grout Ilrltiun mildly 
flirew nirny the eliauet she now possessed tif 
extending lier conniierce by tho ciieo'iragemi nt 
of ber colonies - iustenil of lhe forty or lifty 
millions of eomnieree whieb her ctibuiinl rein, 
ftmis will soon extend to, the bonitits thus in- 
sanely thrown uwny, will he seired mid enjoyed 
by (be ficrmnns. the French, and oilier na- 
tions. The delusion which the colony bad 
been no long nutter wns pnssuiig uwny. The 
ins line policy of (training from it gold tind coin 
hud crushed every pursuit frnm which the 
natural wealth of 'the colonies should Spring, 
Already in the trade in lish nil had Iitcnleulnblo 
ndvantngos been lost tu lliriu. The seas around 
them were literally swarming Willi American 
whalers, and French and German ships were 
rapidly coming in ninenjjsL tEioin, whilst 
ltritish vessels in this hicralivo branch of com- 
merce wore only occasionally herird of, and co- 
lonial whalers who ought to conduct thta trade 
were actually driven. from the seas. This was 
only one nl' the innuy rnutiticuiioiis of ovil tiun 
wlifch Lliia peinieiuua policy had led tliem, nail 
which w»w he trusLed was on tho eve of being 
for ever abandoned. Iiiluluto Llio iv call 11 of 
Ibis colony must lie spent for ita nivn purposes. 
If Etiglnnd must rid herself of her surplus 
imputation, she mult do It ill her Own excuse j 
and mi her determination to do this, must rest 
the question whether lhe eolony sbuu Id con- 
li line to dsist or not. In concluiion ho would 
mute ns an amendment, or rather as an nditi- 
lion to the resolutions. Unit the principle on 
which Lhe future immigration of oxilos in this 
colony is to bo conducted, shall be made appli 
cable to those who Snivc already been aent to 
ihc district of Port Fhillip. 

Mr. FOfJTF.R hnd no objection to sccoad 
the amendment of Ids hnuorahk. frieiut thu 
memlier for Sydney, ns il was n part of bis 
nbjccl In tlm notice of motion he had given for 
sundry returns of tlio exiles that had been 
landed in the Fort Phillip district, to lllivs the 
same principles applied to tiiyiii ns were prn- 
jHiseti to lie extended: to this class of immigra- 
tion in Lard flrey's despatch. Hut tie tiouglit 
that Fort Fhillip was entitled not only to luivo 
llic wives flint children of these exiles trut out. 
lull that tlio proportionate number nf free tin - 
migrants should also bo sent, (Hcnr.f The 
honorable nud learned member fur .Sydney hnd 
taunted liiin for his desertion or liirn, ns lie 
milted It, in the last day of the session, when 
the resolutions of thu honorable metnbet for 
Cumberland, relative te tho Hc-porl cf the 
Transportation Counnltlne, wcru discussed by 
that House, llo ndinitted that ns aineiobjr of 
that HtamUfeg ho had concurred in its Heourt, 
but that he tmd found reasons to niter his 
opinions subsequently. Hut lEie honor itlln lllld 
learned member hail also appealed lo him, us 
lo whether this iaiaiigrntioii of exiles had been 
so rulvaiinigeoiui as Iind been ox pee led, and 
whether Ltiey were, its a class, much better than 
the con vie Ls. It cer tain ly d i d appear to hi 111 to bo 
milter n alngulnr nioilo of supporting n resoln- 
lieu in favour of elm immigration of exiles, to 
argue that sue II immigralioi 1 was of a pern i oious 
character. Euths could give tho imputation 
cast upon Itiecc exiles, and the system under 
which they were scut out, o Hat eouirniliotlou, 
tur bo had more experience on this subject 
than any other honorable member there ; and 
having watched the sysidm moat closely, ji C 
could safely soy, that St was tho best, tbo most 
reformatory, the most Immune, that hnd ever 
been devised (cheers). The honorable and 
learned member hnd been deceived by what 
hnd occurred ill Melbourne It wns only 
the very bad class of exiles, the worst of ihem, 
that stnid ju Melbourne. A parcel of 
rogues nud vagabonds, who had stopped there, 
nud who woto too idle to work, had given the 
system a bad Hume; nnd he could therefore 
while ho n™ obliged, by thin stating thefts, 
destroy tha honorable and lentued gcutln man's 
argument, though it might, perhaps, he some 
consolation to him, thill the destruction of the 
argument supported his own resolution, which 
was in favour of Esilo Iiatnigratiun. TllU 
system of probntiou which the exiles went 
through line! nothing wlialnvcr in it similar lo 
the probation system of Yari 11 i emeu's Land. 
There were, indeed, three systems in fnrco in 
England, to which the exiles who had been
